Peter Long of Greensburg, Pa., 13 tlie 


patentee of one of tho ino^t useful rail- 
way appliances of the age—a railway 
signal lime clock which accurately indi- 
cates the 111110 intervening between the 
passage- of trains. It is mounted simi- 
larly to a danger signal, and tho engi- 
neer can readily tell by simply glancing 
nt the dials the length of time which, has 
elapsed since the preceding train passed 
that point. Tho clock runs regularly 
and indicates tlio hours and minutes just 
us ;m ordinary timepiece does, but an 
ingenious device and tho time marking 
apparatus throws the imnnto hand back 
to 12 at the time of tbe pat-sing of each 
train. Then tlio hand moves forward 
hi tho regular wiy until the next train 
thunders pa&t, when it is agaiu thrown 
bad; to 12. 


Should any cmo train not be followed 


by another for an hour or a longer 
period, then, the minute hand will stop 
at 53 minutes and remain there until a 
passing train again throws it back to 13, 
where it will ag.iin begin its 5o minute 
journey, The purpose of having the 
hand stop at 53 minutes is to show that 
at least Jiat time ha i elapsed since a 
train has parsed that way, which is am- 
ply sufficient to indicate "clear track."
